The boys would 
learn how make out work schedule 
that they would have systematic way 
helping their homes during their high 
school days and later when establishing 
their own homes. 

the recreation class the boys would 
come recognize the importance leisure 
and how can spent profitably. They 
would shown the difference between ac- 
tive and passive use free time and 
given information concerning city and state 
recreational opportunities 
and make study possible pleasant 
profitable hobbies. 
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During one year the boys would take 
consumer education. This would 
include laboratory work checking 
home purchases, comparing prices, noting 
sales, discovering which articles are rec- 
ommended, budgeting, and using informa- 
tion acquired planning school activities, 
buying for craft classes, managing personal 
expenses, and like projects. Notable arith- 
metic deficiencies would also remedied 
and least quarter the school year 
devoted the study types insurance 
and security. 


Survey Occupations 


Another year’s unit would called sur- 
vey occupations. The boys would con- 
sider local factories with regard wages, 
hours, plant conditions, employer policy, 
labor relations.

The whole program would issue 
knowledge how prepare tasty and 
balanced meals with the slender means 
these people have. base the menus 
afternoon tea dinner for twelve would 
unrealistic. 

For mixed high school, further arrange- 
ments would have made the four 
units family life could not taught 
separately. Whatever the program, basic 
factors for keeping house clean and mak- 
ing home should kept the fore- 
ground. 

The four-year music program would in- 
clude liturgical (choir) singing, community 
singing, choral, and music appreciation. 
Music appreciation would not taught 
history music. would involve 
active listening the part the students 
and build them realization the 
wealth varied beauty there music.

give particular attention the 
philosophy and general principles which 
are basic any art education program, 
for the teacher must have very clear 
idea what art is, what she aims 
achieve through it, and how proceed. 
These are broad topics and would 
beyond the scope this paper show 
their meaning and applications com- 
plete way. The teaching problems dis- 
cussed here detail are those involving 
drawing, color, and design. feel that these 
cause most the teacher’s difficulties, 
though she may also wish for help other 
important phases art, such lettering 
and crafts.

Trends Art Education 


For many years school magazines have 
provided outline drawings 
scenes which could duplicated and 
passed the children for coloring. Many 
teachers relied upon this method. Another 
“helpful” device was the use colored 
pictures patterns which the pupils 
copied. recent years art educators have 
strenuously denounced both these prac- 
tices because they represent wrong ap- 
proach, and because they have little 
value art education. When reduced 
the last analysis, art nothing else than 
“human making” “the proper mak- 
ing that which needs made.” That 
definition implies that rational being 
applying his intelligence and skill the 
making good thing that will serve its 
purpose well. 

his book, The Heart Man, Father 
Vann, O.P., makes the statement that 
accordance with that idea, then every man 
born “artist” and his excellence 
will depend upon the extent his God- 
given talents and the manner which 
exercises them. Education claims its 
chief purpose the training and cultivation

the intellect, but its efforts are incom- 
plete forgets that among the intel- 
lectual virtues cultivated that 
art. seems quite hard realize that 
anything natural man and in- 
timately associated with daily life, should 
lightly treated educators art 
has been.

The “Teaching” Art

When the child has satisfied his 
curiosity and suddenly realizes the possibil- 
ity associating idea with his lines 
and dashes color, will emerge grad- 
ually into the stage.” Thus when 
the black color spread over his paper be- 
comes “picture” night has dis- 
covered the language symbols.

This means that 
gaining freedom expression and 
extensive graphic vocabulary, both 
which will serve him well the more self- 
conscious years adolescence and growing 
adulthood.

Any form, whether 
building chair, that has-ugly structural 
design can never made thing beauty 
the addition decoration. the con- 
trary, the fine structural design thing 
may make completely satisfying that 
nothing need added. understand the 
characteristics that result “beauty,” 


good work art, the teacher and her 
pupils should become familiar with the so- 
called “principles design” and with the 
“four causes” St. Thomas Aquinas. The 
“four causes” can applied any work 
art and thereby help decide its value. 
Hence they are also helpful guides the 
production thing. They are distin- 
guished the final cause, the formal cause, 
the material cause, and the efficient cause. 
common terms they pertain the 
purpose, the plan design, the material, 
and the tools agent. all these work 
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together for the good the thing pro- 
duced; that is, the purpose intended 
worthy, the design has been well planned, 
the material suitable, and the workman- 
ship good all therefore help fulfill 
the purpose for which the thing intended, 
using the four causes aids making 
judging product, knowledge the 
principles design helpful because they 
are embodied the formal cause. Scholars 
formulated the principles because they 
“discovered” them examples good 
art; therefore the knowledge the prin- 
ciples not essential, but very useful 
most “artists.” 

What are the principles design and 
how they operate? That what 
teacher will want know, but order 
make the entire matter clear its various 
applications much time and space would 
necessary. shall discuss the subject briefly 
and name some books that give further 
information. the visual arts use the 
terms elements and principles. The ele- 
ments are materials” cer- 
tain sense, for they are the visual devices 
which the artist’s ideas are expressed. 
Usually they are listed line, form, color, 
value, texture, and space. All these can 
broken down into many subdivisions 
and each type expresses certain quality 
mood. For example, there are straight 
lines, crooked lines, curved lines, and 
angular lines; vertical lines, oblique lines, 
and horizontal lines. The principles are con- 
cerned with the arrangements these ele- 
ments create pleasing relation- 
ship. Authors sometimes list few four 
five but, order very specific 
the meaning these terms when speak- 
ing the grade children, the teacher 
probably will find the following useful:

ITHIN the past quarter century 

much has been done improve the 
lot the mental patient. The pit” 
type institution not commonly found 
among our mental hospitals today. Yet 
there are still several our states that 
have not made much progress “cleaning 
up” this division public welfare. Prac- 
tically everyone now frowns upon the old 
negative, not mention cruel, methods 
employed mental institutions un- 
psychological well unchristian. Even 
there were not sufficient charity 
prompt this disapproval, least the 
democratic altruism which prevails our 
social milieu would incite reform move- 
ments. 


Dependent Citizens 


Most the efforts have been made 
secure better housing, medical care, and 
competent staffs for adult patients. There 
doubt that such improvements are 
very necessary and yet lagging behind 
several decades some parts our 
country. have means reached the 
level efficiency caring for mental dis- 
eases that have reached the realm 
physical illness. God speed the day when 
this great land opportunity will offer 
more these “opportunities” its ab- 
normal citizens. use the word “citizens” 
here with its full implications. For this 
group persons constituting minority 
which has the same claim certain natural

rights the other citizens the country, 
even though the mentally afflicted may not 
actually competent exercise some 
their rights and privileges. Each person 
this less fortunate group 
vidual with sacred personality and 
soul destined for some degree happiness 
this life and certainly for the happiness 
the vision God the life come. 
One the most pitiful facts about this 
minority its inability plead for itself. 
Their intellectual power being disturbed 
some deficiency in, injury its instru- 
ment, the brain, these people depend upon 
others not only for material support, but 
also for the very thoughts pertaining 
them and the petitions voiced for 
them. are blest for giving food 
the hungry and drink the thirsty, 
surely may expect reward for extend- 
ing security and consolation the mentally 
afflicted. After all, there one living 
who can claim absolutely secure 
his “I. tower,” matter what its height. 
Was not the Creator these intellects 
who saw fit afflict the feeble-minded? 
This might have been the fate any one 
us. 

But primary purpose writing this 
article direct attention the mentally 
afflicted child. The number adult mental 
patients our country might reduced 
thousands and tens thousands only 
adequate care and training were given 
our mentally handicapped children. From 
entirely practical point view would 
significant step national and state 


economy make more these people 
capable self-support least partially 
so. But, what far more important, 
would bring real joy and happiness into 
the lives many who otherwise will 
lead aimless and joyless existence. 


Provisions for the Handicapped 


For centuries people seemed take 
for granted that mentally deficient children 
could not learn and therefore were not 
considered subjects for any formal 
education. must admitted that, our 
prevailing system mass education, 
practically impossible include children 
the moron level and lower mentality 
(i.e., all those about I.Q. and lower) 
large classes. Much less possible 
make provisions for those children who are 
both mentally and physically handicapped 
regular classrooms. Such cases mon- 
goloids, cretins, cerebral palsied, and epi- 
leptics cannot given proper care and 
trained classrooms with normal children. 
For more than century some our states 
have provided for the education phys- 
ically handicapped children. 1817 the 
first permanent school for deaf children 
was established Hartford, Conn. first 
was supported private funds but later 
granted large tract land the 
Government make possible the expan- 
sion its work. The next year institu- 
tion for deaf children which was subsidized 
the state, began operation New York 
City. And 1822 Kentucky was the third 
state open school for deaf children. 
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1850 schools for the deaf joint 
schools for the deaf, dumb, and blind had 
been established least states. Now 
almost every state the union has one 
several schools for this group. Since 1900 
many city school systems have introduced 
day classes and special schools for these 
and other handicapped children. 

Hartford, Conn., was also first the list 
those cities the United States ex- 
periment the training feeble-minded 
children. The Hartford School for the Deaf 
accepted several “idiotic” children and 
found that after some training they had 
improved physical health habits and 
speech. Then 1848 Massachusetts es- 
tablished experimental school which 
three years became permanent institution 
under the title, Massachusetts School for 
Idiots and Feeble-Minded Youth. Happily, 
has been renamed Fernald State School, 
after Dr. Walter Fernald, pioneer the 
training mentally deficient children. 
During the next quarter century New 
York, Connecticut, Illinois, Kentucky, 
Ohio, and Pennsylvania made provisions 
for the institutional care feeble-minded 
children. Subsequently almost every state 
has provided for some care this group. 


Day Schools for Handicapped 


But the establishment day schools and 
special classes for these children has per- 
haps proved the best solution this 
problem. The first class this type was 
inaugurated Providence, I., 1896. 
Boston and several other cities Massa- 
chusetts soon followed this plan and 
few years number the larger cities 
throughout the country had provided such 
day schools. The Social Work Year Book 
1949 has this say the question: 
“Tt now recognized that adequate cus- 
todial care and training institutions can 
never provided for all children who are 
mentally handicapped, and that states and 
communities must provide such special 
training and protective care will safe- 
guard children who can cared for 
their homes. Small beginnings have been 
made toward providing such community 
Some notable examples local- 
ities where such beginnings have developed 
into well-established 
schools are the Jefferson, Wis., St. Colletta 
School, the Detroit, Mich., school for epi- 
leptics, the Boulder, Colo., school for 
handicapped children, the Cleveland, Ohio, 
occupational centers, and the Mishawaka, 
Ind., school for mentally handicapped chil- 
dren. 


These Children Can Learn 


Even with such commendable efforts

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years who are given opportunity for 
the development their real though lim- 
ited potentialities. The most important 
fact which we, educators, must con- 
sider and upon which must place more 
emphasis that most these children can 
accomplish something. Heretofore they 
have been looked upon with too much 
-emphasis what they lack. Some well- 
deserved criticisms Sigmund Freud 
today point out that one his greatest 
errors that wrote seemingly with 
clear psychology the normal person 
mind. such practical sciences mental 
hygiene and abnormal psychology can 
truly understand the deviate behavior, 
imbalance, and disorientation only com- 
parison with the balanced, regular, and 
well-integrated personality. the same 
time any therapist even person 
common sense and experience education 
can, viewing the mentally deficient con- 
structively, discover that almost every one 
them can something which requires 
the exercise certain powers and which 
gives the patient sense achievement 
and even joy. Although the weak ex- 
ercise his powers the abnormal child 
lacks, greater less degree, the atten- 
tion and clear purposiveness the normal 
child, still the powers will developing. 
For the abnormal child well 
normal desires self-expression and com- 
munication with others. After period 
several years special training gauged 
the level their abilities and needs, these 
children will most cases, register some 
progress such factors self-confidence, 
self-respect, self-control, purposeful actions, 
deliberate choices, initiative social ac- 
tivities, reasonable adjustment people 
and environments, and definite apprecia- 
tion spiritual values. With patience and 
love the simple matters conscience for 
normal children may introduced the 
mentally deficient who are able engage 
cognitional work school. They are 
able learn something about the love 
God, say short prayers, and accept 
the simple moral obligations regarding the 
rights others. 


Spiritual Needs 


The great responsibility helping these 
children arrive some knowledge 
God and the destiny their souls rests 
primarily, does the case normal 
children, with parents and pastors souls. 
Secondarily, rests with those delegated 
care for children the school. American 
Catholics, the whole, have cheerfully 
and adequately supported their private 
school system. Under the guidance zeal- 
ous bishops and pastors, parochial schools 
have been provided practically all pop- 
ulated sections our country. But our 
Catholic social workers and welfare offices 
are pleading for Catholic centers for the 
training mentally deficient children. 
have too long shifted the responsibility for 
this special education the public schools 
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and state welfare bureaus. This 
inconsistent position. For, secular educa- 
tion inadequate for any child, cer- 
tainly for the mentally handicapped 
child. The problem is, however, quite dif- 
ferent each case. Since for the abnormal 
child the educational technique 
specialized and the number each parish 
few, requires that the planning 
diocesan scale. 


Diocesan Responsibility 


_It must remembered those working 
either directly indirectly with mentally 
deficient children that they will not mani- 
fest progress from day day which can 
tested and graded like the work 
normal children. The “yardstick” for meas- 
uring their accomplishments must not 
borrowed from the regular school system. 
But those working with deficient children 
are thrilled and encouraged when they 
lead one youngster possessing one talent, 
more often fraction talent, toward 
goal which will help give him little 
more security and self-confidence 
teacher normal children when she 
finds straight “A” record. For 
through some little accomplishment that 
deficient children will experience joy and 
satisfaction. And this which will enable 
them escape endless days sitting 
home, aimlessly and listlessly staring into 
space. 

This brief discussion means 
attempt describe technical way the 
proper curricula, methods, equipment 
required for the education abnormal 
children. There large and growing 
bibliography these fields. This merely 
one more voice appealing for schools, and 
above all some Catholic schools, dedicated 
the training these unfortunate little 
ones who are destined citizens 
tomorrow our democracy and citizens 
for eternity their Father’s country.

acceptance 
and that there new type school 
which known the community school. 
The principal function this community 
school not the education individuals 
but the improvement community 
Perhaps one the most significant state- 
ments this tendency educational 
theory found the report the 
National Education Association 


“Schools for New World.” 

“The supreme problem our society 
our day, then, the retention the 
essence our liberties freedom edu- 
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cation, Opportunity, choice career, 
suffrage, speech, press, and assembly 
while creating and establishing the controls 
democratic social order which in- 
dividual lives merge supreme entity 
purpose, and being that itself the 
ultimate goal. This means, inevitably, 
stepping the functions gov- 
ernment all levels; means vastly 
increased emphasis our schools upon 
education for civic and economic under- 
standing and competence; means 
fundamental shift emphasis throughout 
our whole educational program, from help- 
ing educate the individual his own 
right become valuable member. 
society the preparation the individual 
for the realization his best self the 
higher loyalty serving the basic ideals 
and aims our society.” 

Where such ideas are held and promoted, 
the emphasis community readily be- 
comes the regimentation the individual 
and the emergence statism. The com- 
plete submergence the individual the 
community can have only one result 
totalitarian education. 

hoped that the imitative tend- 
ency Catholic education aping public 
education will guard against this 
very active ingredient public education.

This crew should work 
under the general charge the librarian. 


Construction Crew 


will the duty the construction 
make props that are needed for the 
play. The small practical door, the window, 
and other necessary sound adjuncts, they 
are not already part the radio equip- 
ment, should made carefully and well. 
They will valuable for years come. 


Difficulties Overcome 
Speaking Over Sound Effects 


The untrained actor cannot realize the 
sensitivity the microphone, and when 
jam with sound effects crowding around 
his ears, apt raise his voice 
overcome them. This fatal mistake. 
Unless the script calls for greater intensity 
delivery greater loudness, when 
shout required, such increase voice 
volume should allowed. Remember! 
whisper close the microphone will 
heard over storm scene working the 
background. 

The test again the test reality. 
What would the actor the situation 
were real? Would increase his voice 
volume the wind rises outside would 
continue his conversation regardless 
it? 
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Mob Scenes 


These are scenes which several stu- 
dents are given the task representing 
crowd, talking, laughing, screaming, etc., 
the background. These are most impor- 
tant parts and must done exceedingly 
well. Each mob should under its own 
director who points this one and 
that the demands the scene call for 
special statements approaches the 
microphone. give the feeling reality 
the audience, the members the mob 
scene should move about, simulating, 
nearly possible, the restless activity 
real mob. This moving about varies the 
messages that reach the microphone. 

Properly rendered, mob scene 
strong emotional character 
powerfully the listener. This 
instinctive reaction that must used. 
essential therefore establish well- 
drilled nucleus voices around which the 
cast can rally for additional volume. 

Each episode which the voices crew 
participates should studied separately 
and worked out detail and then sub- 
ordinated, time consumed, the needs 
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the play. Background noises must under 
circumstances drown out the foreground 
effects unless indicated otherwise the 
script. Distance from the microphone and 
loudness sound must planned care- 
fully. prompt stopping! 


The Unfinished Sentence 


The first and perhaps the greatest diffi- 
culty reading the script the unfinished 
sentence. This sentence appears the 
script: 

Joun: not want go! want... 


James: You want stay here, 
etc. 


The ordinary tendency overcome, 
drop the voice the word “want” 
least permit lessening emphasis 
this difficulty, responsibility falls two 
actors all times. The interrupter must 
the spot exactly the right instant. 
His voice should enter the middle 
the last word, this case the middle 
the word “want.” The interruption will 
then correct. 
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Timing 

word about timing. certain amount 
time allowed for each play but 
must remembered that the smoothness 
with which the play goes on, the prompt- 
ness the actors, the careful timing the 
mob scenes and the music have much 
with the lengthening shortening the 
time consymed. Only repeated trials 
can director know just how closely his 
cast will conform the period allowed. 
his cast approaches this time limit 
knows approaching the technique 
skilled players. 

radio technique requires 
smoothness action and perfection 
timing foundation for effective emo- 
tional delivery.

Catholic Church has always looked 

with reverence and gratitude upon the 
talents man possesses. She has seen 
these talents the spark divinity reaching 
out through the creature its quest for 
beauty for God. 

ages past man developed and re- 
fined his talents under the guidance the 
Church, also developed and refined 
himself. the development his God- 
given talents, the Church through the 
vehicle his art, taught him the beauty 
the Giver all beauty. She sharpened 
for him his thirst for knowledge and di- 
rected toward the source all beauty 
The Master Builder, Jesus Nazareth. 
Through working with the materials and 
forces nature man realizes the power 
God and his own insignificance. 


Crafts Have Spiritual Values 


The religious, social, educational, thera- 
peutic, and economic values inherent 
crafts program are acknowledged 
leaders the fields religion, education, 
recreation, medicine, and industry. Basic 
happy life are: love God, sound 
moral ethics, wholesome home life, work, 
and satisfying leisure. Worthy use 
leisure time one the cardinal prin- 
ciples education. Yet the negative as- 
pects involved leisure seem manifest 
themselves periodically threaten the 
well-being our social structure. Educa- 
tors general and the crafts teachers 
particular must see challenge ac- 
cepted and opportunity seized. 
direct young persons into useful pur- 
suits within the classroom for the sake 
personal achievement educationally 
worth while; discover talent which may 
lead vocational choice and fair 
livelihood, economically sound; and 
develop skills which culminate abiding 
interests that will fill leisure hours for 
vears come, render social service 
high character. These are some 
our objectives the Religious Vacation 
Schools.

When given chance they love weave, 
sew, embroider. Boys construct fire 
engines, houses, airplanes, and boats. 

Studies children show that most are 
blessed for few years without too much 
interference elders and enjoy free 
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creative expression. Then they are “edu- 
cated” along lines that tradition and cur- 
rent opinion favor. many instances, their 
creative instincts are repressed 
and too many cases never again have 
opportunity for expression. 


Creative Expression Natural 


Perhaps the underlying factor that makes 
creative work priceless the 
desire for self-expression material way.

Today, with increasing interest crafts, 
educators are striving for understand- 
ing what most desirable program 
planning. They are thinking not only 
what articles can made during the craft 
session, but what values the partici- 
pants and the over-all program will 
derived from the project. the activity 
“busy work” with long-range objectives, 
purposeful, seeking ways and means 
arriving goal religious and so- 
cial values? And related the total 
educational program? 


Crafts and Religion 


Crafts more than making things. 
should result appreciation good work, 
understanding design and color, 
edge fine craftsmanship, development 
original thinking, formation good 
habits, opportunity for achievement, release 
from nerve tension, promotion interest 
the Church, home, and community life, 
and integration with other school activities. 

Crafts has emerged from the more 
formalized phases manual training and 
manual arts, with their vocational and skill 
development concepts, into accepted 
area our cultural and general education 
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pattern. The program today differs chiefly 
that are concerned with the develop- 
ment the whole child into well rounded 
personality and not merely the acquisi- 
tion manipulative skills cyclopedic 
knowledge.

the Religious Vacation School 


RELIGIOUS vacation school will 

success the program diversified. 
must give careful religious instruction 
and the same time entertaining and 
flexible enough keep the boys and girls 
interested and happy until its conclusion. 
This makes great demands the instruc- 
tors and the directors. But can done! 

There must enthusiasm and en- 
thusiasm must infectious. must infect 
the priests, the nuns, and the lay catechists, 
well the pupils who attend. the 
teachers the RVS from dull sense 
duty, they will never attract the pupils. 
Remember that most children, especially 
the larger cities, attend voluntarily and 
can leave any time they please. 

The program must attractive —so 
attractive that will compel boys and girls 
come. This implies planning. may 
well that have fewer material re- 
sources than other agencies that conduct 
summer programs, but does not mean 
that our RVS program need not more 
compelling than that our competitors. 
With the increase zealous activity from 
civic, educational, and non-Catholic sec- 
tarian groups, must meet the challenge 
with more magnetic program. 

RVS should conducted the as- 
sumption that “learning religion fun.” 
Consequently, many the methods used 
catechetical instruction class during 
the year must changed. Memorization 
and drill must minimized because 
the weather. Consideration should made 
the fact that, even ideal situation, 
attention the part the student 
greatly reduced during the summer. There- 
fore, the clever instructor will master the 
best teaching devices elicit interest and 
stimulate learning. 

The CCD suggests that the syllabus out- 
lined the Religious Vacation 
School employed for the eight 
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years RVS training. The value insist- 
ing that each lesson this manual fol- 
lowed, and substitutions made, lies the 
fact that even though the teacher may 
changed from summer summer, the 
student following the normal eight-year 
sequence, will have covered the scope 
Christian doctrine thoroughly, without any 
essential doctrine having been omitted. 
Since the RVS precisely religious pro- 
gram, this naturally the most important 
consideration. Further consideration can 
now made some the methods that 
have been successfully used developing 
the outlines the syllabus, along with 
incidental activities that can give spice 
your program. 

much RVS activity possible, even 
the teaching religion, should take place 
out doors. Classrooms meeting rooms 
are not always conducive good study 
during the summer months. Normally, pro- 
fessional teachers not like the informal- 
ity the back yard, teaching the 
sidewalk, but experience has shown that 
much can done the fresh air that 
cannot accomplished hot classroom. 
Distractions will certainly encountered 
the open, but restlessness will re- 
duced, and the children will much more 
receptive instruction. 

ideal setting for summer cate- 
chetical session circle under shady 
tree. The children are delighted that they 
are the fresh air. Visual aids, such 
charts, can hung the tree itself. The 
teacher will dsicover freedom she has 
never experienced before explaining the 
truths God their surroundings. Fences 
the school yard are ideal for hanging 
charts and religious pictures. 


Visual Aids RVS 


The most useful visual aid used the 
summer school our parish last year was 
the flannel board. This device has been 
used advantageously the commercials 


television. can used with equal ad- 
vantage the RVS. Wonderful cutouts 
the life Christ can procured. They 
are colorful and attractive. There 
better way set the Bible story for cate- 
chetical instruction. One big advantage 
that the flannel board has over chart 
that the characters can introduced 
the board the lesson progresses. After 
the story has been completed, vivid scene 
from Holy Scripture meets the eyes the 
students. impress the story more em- 
phatically, the teacher should assign 
each student one cutout the flannel 
board, have him remove it, and then 
place the sequence the story, while 
the same time, having him tell the part 
the story represents. This student 
participation gives zest learning. 

not confine yourself the standard 
cutouts Biblical characters. Make your 
own appliques for the flannel board. Proj- 
ects the Sacraments, the Mass, the 
Commandments, prayer, the sacramentals, 
can designed easily for use the flannel 
board. fact any moderately sized picture 
chart will for the flannel 
board.

These charts are excellent 
for the teaching prayers and religious 
practices. The picture tells the story. Rely 
the picture more than your explana- 

Some instructors shy away from 
talks” the excuse that they cannot 
draw. not use that excuse. Any- 
one, with one-half hour’s practice can make 
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match-stick men that delight the boys and 
girls, and that teach lesson. Study the 
“chalk talks” booklets which are invalu- 
able. One little suggestion vary the color 
chalk; make the pictures vivid. 

Keep the student alert with flash cards, 
pictures, any other device recall at- 
tention. Any instructor who feels that be- 
cause she has the Vacation School Manual 
one hand and the Baltimore Catechism 
the other, she can keep attention, 
fooling herself and wasting her time. 

The summer session for religious instruc- 
tions gives much more time with 
our public school boys and girls. They 
come fresh the morning, ready 
learn. This contrast, indeed, the 
way find them during the after-school 
sessions throughout the year dull, tired, 
and listless. This enables use cate- 
chetical techniques that are impossible 
during the year because the limited time 
and the physical and mental condition 
our children. 

One very appealing technique that should 
dramatize! Children are born One 
suggestion set particular scene 
the flannel board. Then the instructor 
explains carefully what each character has 
say. Now the children take relatively 
the same position the yard under the 
tree the sidewalk, and re-enact the 
scene from Holy Scripture that was pre- 
viously explained.

Activities for Rainy Days 


What rainy day has always 
been something problem for RVS. 
Something different must done take 
the slack the amount time usually 
spent recreation the yard. Indoor 
games are good. activity integrated 
with the religious program that stirs 
enthusiasm “Mission Conference.” 
Ask the director the Society for the 
Propagation the Faith can supply 
you with one two mission films for 
short time. you not have movie 
projector, borrow one. Then, rainy days, 
show the mission films. After the movie 
over, begin discussion. Tell the activities 
missionary priests, Sisters, Brothers. 

another method conducting “Mission 
Conference” (the important title delights 
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the children) mount the colorful pic- 
tures cut from Maryknoll magazines, and 
other mission publications, 
sturdy construction paper cardboard. 
Pass them around for study and comments. 
Follow the children’s comments with 
small panel discussion. Now, should not 
judge the intelligence modern children 
ourselves. They can conduct good panel 
discussions. They school; they see 
television. They can even pretend 
that our “Mission Conference” 
telecast over coast-to-coast hookup. Even 
the teacher’s imagination cannot extend 
that far, certainly the children’s can! 

Or, mission project not available, 
assemble the children for slide lecture. 
The interest can maintained, but there 
should intervals for discussion and ques- 
tions. show slides merely entertain 
practically waste time. 

Many distributors motion pictures will 
permit summer schools hold religious 
films for indefinite period during July 
and August. This provides rainy-day ac- 
tivity for the entire RVS, especially when 
operated limited space. However, 
advocate indoor activity only when the 
weather inclement.

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atmosphere real exhibit. Make great 
hustle about it. Have the children serve 
cokes and cookies the guests, 
shaded place provided with chairs. This 
presents opportunity for the instructors 
meet the mothers. great deal good 
can accomplished; e.g., convalidation 
matriages; return the sacraments, etc. 
Make sure that few the exhibits get 
medals with blue ribbons, but that all the 
rest get medals with red ribbons for their 
hard work.

Music the Air 


How bored can you get? think our 
spirits sink the utter depths bore- 
dom the summertime during dull, 
formal, slow-paced, musical program, con- 
ducted martinet major. You 
know the type mean! program that 
type can ruin your RVS. But sparkling, 
lively, up-to-date musical program can 
entrance the boys and girls. The instructor 
charge the music must exercise su- 
preme care, first all, the hymns 
selected for study. They must simple, 
melodic, and pleasing the children. 
content with easy hymns 
chants. 

For profane music, keep close the 
rounds, folk tunes, and easy songs filled 
with melody. Make joy for the chil- 
dren sing. Really, does not make 
great deal difference their songs are 
not mastered perfectly, long the 
children have fun! 

Singing fun. Any musician can make 
the RVS astounding success has 
the good judgment direct the group with 
spirit, and the good taste select songs 
pleasing the children, and melodic 
hymns that will delight, rather than sickly 
sweet renditions. 

surprising how children will ask 
sing the hymns, especially, the in- 
structor indicates this one for our Lady, 
etc. Singing helps throw off lethargy. 
sure your musician religious 
—conforms the highest standards 
the selection hymns, because during RVS 
build the children’s repertoire for the 
singing during the year Sunday Mass. 
absurd make the period all religious 
music, all secular. good mixture 
necessary. Let’s not try attain too much 
technical perfection during the RVS. 

You will remember how contrived 
meet the mothers the RVS Art Exhibit. 
Now let’s plan meet the fathers. 
excellent plan have campfire and 
singing. the cynic, will seem redicu- 
lous have campfire the middle 
concrete schoolyard, surrounded tene- 
ments teeming city, miles from the 
nearest tree. But the children, and 
the fathers, too, will seem real 
blazing fire the center pine forest. 
Arrange convenient evening; have 
good fire safe place; buy some hot 
dogs, pop, etc. Have song sheets ready. Be- 
fore you know it, the fathers will sing- 
ing too.

Putting Teaching Into Practice 


Time must provided good RVS 
program for the teaching religious prac- 
tices. sometimes extremely difficult 
have daily Mass for RVS because 
weddings, funerals, etc. Mass can

signal sounded. Make sure that there 
adequate supervision church.

Special attention should given 
morning and evening prayers 
“examination conscience.” Lastly, 
the end each week, zealous emphasis 
should placed making good con- 
fession and receiving our Lord Holy 
Communion. The adoption religious 
practices should flow naturally from the 
instructions, because are endeavoring 
the RVS not only illuminate the in- 
tellect, but train the will. 

Let conclude with few miscel- 
laneous hints and suggestions that may 
prove helpful recruiting for RVS. Send 
invitations boys and girls who attended 
the previous year. Make visits homes 
where you suspect the parents may not 
interested sending their children RVS. 
Have throwaways mimeographed for dis- 
tribution the children’s Masses. Have 
silk-screened posters made, and tack them 
the telephone poles; put them store 
windows. 

Last year had special invitations for 
non-Catholic children printed, announcing 
the opening “Bible School.” These were 
given parents personal visit the 
homes. Forty children responded! 

Follow absences with visit the 
home, or, least, send card telling how 
much the other boys and girls missed the 
absentee. Stencil shirts with the name 
the parish and RVS underneath. This 
good advertisement. 

For continued attendance, promise 
the end the session those who attend 
regularly. Have the picnic the last week. 
Perhaps another parish will join you, and 
you can have competition the picnic, 
field day. 

Last all, have full-scale exhibition 
arts, crafts, projects, religious practices, 
etc. This visual summary the work 
accomplished the children during the 
RVS will provide both the children and 
the parents with pleasant, relaxing mem- 
ory RVS, will serve occasion for 
parish collection meet RVS expenses, 
and may sow the seeds for renewed in- 
terest the next RVS session.

Will 
they fit for the task? Not unless instill 
their hearts high regard and overwhelm- 
ing love for God and the moral law, and then 
enable them become champions the 
truth through the apostleship the pen. 

Everyone seems encouraging youth 
write. Numerous magazines such Exten- 
sion, Catholic Miss, and Scholastic sponsor 
nationwide contests order evoke what 
best our students the form essays, 
plays, short stories, etc. Advertising agencies, 
manufacturers, social organizations offer large 
monetary awards for exceptional literary pro- 
ductions. Provocative such offers may be, 
they frequently fail entice the youngsters 
because the slim chances capturing one 
the prizes. few the boys and girls 
will experience the joy seeing their work 
print; the others will endure the disappoint- 
ment knowing that the results their 
tireless efforts rest unknown wastebasket. 

competition cannot the trick, what 
can? Student publications, the author believes 
yearbook some extent, newspaper 
much more so. 

That well managed high school paper has 
definite educational values fact. While 
doing bit research this subject, the 
author discovered that school paper advisers 
were agreement one point—a high 
school paper asset school and its 
student body. provides opportunity tor 
the students utilize the techniques studied 
English classes and influence the readers 
various respects. 

High school students throughout the coun- 
try want school papers. They wish 
able say, “It’s our paper. write for it.” 
Oh, it’s work, admit, but it’s fun, 
too. 


The School Paper Burden 


Only one adviser, the individual behind the 
“kids” who get the credit for having the 
brains, really realizes what headache school 
paper can from the standpoint money 
and time. Publishing worth-while paper in- 
volves great expense. The price paper 
sky high everything else today. Printers, 
photographers, and engravers quote exorbi- 
tant price for their work. And how one 
get sufficient funds? People are rather reluc- 
tant subscribe the school paper, because

they maintain that too narrow scope. 
They prefer purchase daily secular paper 
weekly diocesan issue. Moreover, busi- 
nessmen refuse advertise paper which 
has small circulation. Assuredly every stu- 
dent enrolled the school subscribes the 
paper, either voluntarily coercively, but 
the students’ support not enough. 

Unfortunately the Catholic schools always 
have had labor against the greatest finan- 
cial and social odds. Catholic parents are 
giving their children the advantages 
Catholic education making sacrifices. Un- 
dertaking the publication paper 
small school adds the burden already 
borne. 

Despite financial difficulties, many the 
larger Catholic schools publish papers, usually 
four pages— most them monthly, few 
biweekly. Even number smaller Catholic 
schools make attempt publishing 
commercially printed paper. Frequently such 
papers merit ratings with the Catholic School 
Press Association and the National Scholastic 
Press Association. certain cases, however, 
advisers become determined achieve 
high ratings that perfection replaces experi- 
ence; the paper becomes more than per 
cent teacher’s work. 

Wherever the work the monthly paper 
left almost entirely the staff, the stu- 
dents are confronted with the hardship 
obtaining necessary information far ad- 
vance the approaching events. General facts 
without specific details are unsatisfactory. 
such cases the writers are tempted use 
their imagination. Consequently there are 
times when half truths find their way into 
print. 

Setting the “dummy” and reading galley 
proofs are other time-consuming tasks. Only 
few staff members can work them effec- 
tively. Such experiences are beneficial, 
course, the students who wish pursue 
journalism career. Actually, though, 
very small number those who engage 
publication work high school continue 
professionally after leaving school. 

All these difficulties may prove insigni- 
ficant advisers who direct newspaper 
publication project the journalism 
class. But the English teachers who are com- 
pelled assume the responsibility publish- 
ing monthly paper extracurricular 
activity see things different light. 

When all the disadvantages involved 
publishing monthly paper are placed 
one side the scale and all the advantages 
derived from are placed the other, one 
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begins wonder its production small 
Catholic high schools worth the thousands 
dollars and millions minutes yearly spent 
upon it. 


Use Community Parish Paper 


These considerations have often 
certed the author the past. Then she 
happened read article revealing how 
group students certain public high 
school thinly populated town solicited 
the permission the editor the daily 
town paper print page school news 
each week. Obviously the plan was working 
nicely; the students were given every oppor- 
tunity write the least expense time 
and money. idea was born. Why couldn’t 
one follow the same procedure with weekly 
parish paper printed without any expense 
the parish? Well, why not? 

tried the experiment St. Thomas 
High School Detroit last year and dis- 
covered that could done. Because 
was drastic change, several negotiations 
were necessary. With the principal’s approval 
presented the case the pastor who 
favored the proposal. Next obtained 
promise wholehearted co-operation from 
the priest editor The St. Thomas News. 
The final step was making arrangements with 
the printer. objected first due the 
considerable amount additional type which 
would have set each week. The students, 
however, eagerly volunteered canvass the 
neighborhood for extra meet the 
added expense. They spent four hours with 
the printer’s advertising agent, visiting busi- 
nessmen and securing “ads”; they were guar- 
anteed two-sheet weekly publication for the 
entire year. The parish news covered four 
sheets, while the slit sheet was reserved for 
the student enterprise. 


The Studentaire 


Enthusiasm was expressed from every direc- 
tion. The activity was extracurricular 
with the English teacher adviser. 
prisingly large number students attended 
the opening meeting. staff was selected 
and arrangements were made for the pro- 
cedure followed. The student editor 
suggested naming the school page the “Stu- 
dentaire” show that good contributions 
each and every member the school were 
acceptable. Those present approved the cap- 
tion unanimously, and the 
became. 

Work the paper was considerably easier 
than the previous year, yet gave more 
students chance write oftener. Staff meet- 
ings were held once week, Wednesday. 
Ideas were discussed the light Christian 
principles, and assignments were handed out. 
Then the members were allotted two days 
gather the necessary information and write 
the articles. All articles had the 
editor’s hands before three o’clock Friday 
afternoon. Any exceptional work done the 
classes (high school grade school) which 
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merited publication was also submitted that 
time. Unsatisfactory manuscripts were re- 
turned the writers Monday and had 
rewritten for Tuesday. The typists had all 
the contributions neatly typed, numbered, 
and delivered the priest editor the parish 
paper Wednesday noon. From there on, 
the task was left the printer. There was 
need checking galley proofs, folding, 
distributing, anything the sort the 
part the staff. Within the week’s span 
time Wednesday Wednesday stu- 
dents concentrated upon the 
alone. 


Photos and Cuts 


for pictures (they brighten the paper, 
you know) the students used their own 
cameras snap them. They developed the 
pictures their own expense and presented 
them the staff gratis. the cost few 
dimes, the boys the University Detroit 
made “cuts” for us. also purchased 
number mats enliven the sports writeups. 
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The parish paper was delivered the 
church Saturday afternoon and distributed 
the ushers the faithful (without charge, 
course) after each Mass Sunday morn- 
ing. Wish you could have witnessed the rise 
interest the part young and old alike. 
seemed that there just weren’t enough copies 
around. Everyone clamored take one 
home. 

Needless say, were quite pleased with 
our journalistic enterprise. succeeded 
carrying out through the entire school year. 
Our main objective was give the students 
chance write, chance champion the 
the work Christ and His Church this 
crucial period time when the Church 
engaged death struggle with the powers 
darkness. The author believes that the 
purpose was accomplished. Students who had 
the opportunity wield the mighty weapon 
the pen for small, weekly paper could 
into the university, into the office, into 
the factory and more courageously proclaim 
the truth.

The Function Homework 


Someone has defined homework 
bugbear pupils, parents, and teachers, 
invasion the home the school, 
the shifting the responsibility the teach- 
ers the parents. second thought and 
after sedate and mature reflection, gen- 
erally agreed that homework essential 
character training, intellectual assimilation, 
and training mental independence. That 
this exercise may bear all the fruits which 
capable, must wisely prepared, 
assigned, guided, and controlled. 

Through the homework the student led 
personal reaction and reflection the 
lessons the classroom. the active con- 
currence his mental faculties, his mem- 
ory, his imagination and his intellect, 
the student reacts the doctrines and prin- 
ciples imparted his teacher; this activity 
partly corrects and neutralizes the passivity 
that may have prevailed during the oral 
lessons. 

Performance the homework entails the 
temporary suspension physical activity and 
demands that the mind concentrate the 
mental concerns the day. Such attitude 
cannot obtained unless the will reacts 
and defeats the contrary appeals. Thus, pro- 
gressively the student conquers self and 
develops the self-control that the founda- 
tion character. Hence, while the home- 
work guides the mind, trains the will 
self-conquest and self-guidance. 


Preparation Homework 


homework will produce the effects out- 
lined the foregoing paragraphs, unless 
wisely planned. must based the 
lesson the day; must induce the student 
review and apply the principles exposed; 
must lead concrete applications these 
ideas the applications the life and ac- 
tivities which the pupil lives. Good and 
well-prepared homework does not appeal 
unknown and unexplained principles, but 
tempered the maturity, the mental develop- 
ment, and the interest the students; 
provides food and activity for all minds, the 
alert and the sluggish, the retarded, the aver- 
age, the advanced. molded the mental, 
intellectual, and social atmosphere the 
group; rather easy and appealing than 
difficult and abstract.
